Contravention of Re gula- 
tions. 


Before Mr. R.E. Lindg’t: at 
the Magistfacy this. musing. 
H. C. Kiddle, skipper 6f the 
steamer, Yue Ying Wa, was 
charged at the instance of 
Sergeant F.T. James on three 
counts, namely, attempting. to 
leave the Colony .on the 
3rd... March before. -his ship 
was examined by the Police- 
Officer, failing to produee to the 
Exanination Officer for inspection 
and interrogation all passengers 
on board, and ally failing to 
furnish a comg ist of the 
Passengers. 

Mr. D. H. Blake” appeared for 
the defence. ; 

Sergeant James deposed that 
about .5 p.m. on the 30th gMarch 
he was in a Police motér boat 
in the harbour on .special’ 
service when he ‘saw the 
Yue Ying Wa going towards 
Green Island, steaming along 
a channel to the north of thé main 
fairway. --Ho signalled to the 
vessel to stop, and boarding it he 
went on to the bridge where he 
asked the Captain whether he held 
a Police permit to clear, from the 
port. Mr Kiddle replied that he 
did not know that He was required 
to have one, and gave inatructions 
to his compradore to furnish 
witnuss with a list of the 
passengers. No list was pro. 
duced, and witness atter having 
examined the -passports of pas- 
sengers made his own. list, 
There were. 25 passengerg in all, 
and they all had pasoorts. 
The compradore: replied *.; the 
negative when. witnessed'g(aked 
him if-he had any more Eu¥tpean 
passengers in addition to the 
number produced’ before him. 
Witness then gave the steamer 
the permission to clear. On the 
Sth March the steamer returned 
to the Colony from Haiphong 
carrying eight Russian pas- 
sengers. ; ;

A report in the vernacular 
proses states that according to 
those who come from Hong~ 
kong, the government there had 
issued a proclamation in Chinese 
forbidding the Chinese. in the 
Colony to hold any celebration in 
commemoration of the. inugura- 
tion of President Sun Yat~ 
sen, The Hongkong Govern- 
ment also orders the vernacular 
press in tho Colony to publish 
a copy of the ‘proclama~ 
tion . which greatly aroused 
tho indignation of the Chinese, 
says the vernacular press. 

The. vernacular press con- 
tinuea’ by reporting that. a 
certain director of a

The great achievornents of the Briitsh people in 
the past for the progress of the world and civilisation have long 
been the object of my profound admiration. The moral grandeur 
to which they rose in the last great war, the brilliant success with 
which their indomitable efforts were crowned coupled with the fact 
that our two Island Empires have been so closely united by the 
strong ties of alliance have deepened the sense of my admiration 
for the British people and created in me the keepest desire te visit 
his country one day. Naturally I feel nos my long and 
sherished hope is now realized. T have cOwie ng the world’s 
highway from the Eant to the west and had thé very good fortune 
of calling at Hongkong, Singapore, Colombo, Port Said, Cairo, Malta 
and Gibraltar, practically all British ports. In al! of these places a 
hearty ‘welcome was extended to me not mercly by the British 
authorities buf by the whole population under their governance and 


{ was profoundly touched by all the marks of friendly attention and‘ 


hospitality laviehed by them upon myself for which my sincerest 
thanks are due. Not merely have | seen in al} these places points of 
interest which left a lasting impression on me but I had an 
opportunity of witnessing with my own eyes all forms of activities 
speaking eloquently of the most efficient and wise administration of 
the British authorities.

Meanwhile it is generally opined 
that the Miners’ Executive will reassemble in the middle of ext 
week, ‘The morning papers feature the growing strike weatiness on 
the part of the miners and public and want to know, in the face of 
the owners’ refusal of mediation, why an impartial tribunal should 
not be given an opportunity. to learn why the stoppage is continuing 
indefinitely as neither the owners, the Government or the miners 
have been elucidatory on the point. 


Mr. Lloyd George, speaking at Maidstone under the auspices 
of the Unionist Association, pleaded for continuance of co-operation 
by all lovers of their country. It was a good sign that two Irish 
leaders had been conferring and the fact that the bitter coal conflict 
had lasted for wetks without unpleasant. episodes showed the 
country’s good sense. He denied that there was a conspiracy to 
reduce wages and declared that the idea of a national pool if applied’ 
to all industries would destroy incentive throug! athe country.

Plain Speaking By Chinese 
Journalist. 

“ China’s greatest. need to-day,” 
according to Mr. Pelham Hung, 
Chinese Editor of the Peling and 
Tieutsin Times, “is to suppress 
the nefarious trade in morphine 
and narcotics. For this she needs 
Japan’s help as 97 per cent. of 
the morphine stougelers are Ja- 
panese subjects.” Mr. Hung is 
at present in Tokyo, on a visit 
to Japanese news-papermen and 


of Chinese and Japanese journal- 
ists. Kokusai reports him as 


saying: “One of the principal 
reasons that induced me- to 
come here was that. I would 
have an opportunity of telling 
Japanese journalists what the 
trade in morphia is doing to my 
sountry and fo ask their co- 
operation in putting an end to 
the illicit traffic. I believe the 
majority ofthe Japanese people 
are ignorant thet their country- 
men are Jargelv responsible for 
the business that is ruining the 
bodies and souls of over 100,000 
Chinese men, women and children 
every year. Their officials, 
cannot pretend ignorance. I will 
do my best, with ‘the assistance 
of the Japanese Press, to en- 
lighten the Japanese public and 
to interest tham in a matter that 
should be rectified if Chine and 

are ever to become 


Mr. Hung then proceeded fo 
disciss the possibilities of a Sino- 
Japanese entente, “It can never 
come,” he said, “until Japanese 
nationals stop smuggling 
morphine. All talk of friendship 
is based on the pooling of money- 


*} making reeources and on politics, 


There is no moral backbone to 
this friendship, and friendship-—if 
it is to be worth anything—rhust 
have this.” 

Ho then proceeded to show that 
European countries are not 
indulging in the salo of narcotics’ 
in China.

| OIL ON THE WATERS. 
Does It Injure The Seafisheries. 


“Tt was annotinded in tha House |. 


of Commons ‘recently that the 
Board of Trade had: set. up a 
Committee to. consider measures) 
for tho prevention of off pollution 
in harbours, and that. the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries. was 


J acting in close co-operation with 


the Board in regard to the inquiry. 
Referring to this a correspondent 
writes.in a Home paper:—~. - 
Before one concludes that pro- 
gross, in the formof ships driven 
by. .oil. fuel, ‘is going to be 
detrimental ‘to the soafisheries, 
somo, , reflection~-and —investi- 
gation—is necessary. A film of 
oil oh the surface of still water 
would have two effecta: (1) to 
prevent the powerful ultra-violet 
rays of sunlight from. penetrating 
into the sea,:and (2) to hinder the 
absarption of oxygen by the sea- 
water. But even a few inches of 
tho {water itself will absorb the 
ultra-violet light, so that ofr first: 
factor cannot matter very’ much 
to the microscopic animals and 
plants that inbabit the upper 50 
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fathoms, atleast, of ttesea. Then | 


the latter isin continual motion 
becouse of drifts, currents, and 
tidal streams, so that the oxygen 
that it contains may be ahsorbed 
from the atmosphere in areas 
that are remote from that pollut- 
ed by the oil. ~ ; 

Further, oxygen is' always 
being produced by microscopic 
plants in the sea, and carbonic 
acid is being absorbed by them. 
On the other -hand, oxygen is 
being absorbed by animals, which 
produce. carbonie acid. The 
ocean, as a wholo, is “ balanced ” 
as regards the atmospheric gases 
that it contains, and it would 
probably serve just as well asa 
life-medium even if it. were cut 


‘Toff from the atmosphere.’ Finally, 


its surface layers are very often 
in # Stato of violent agitation, in 


‘| the course of which a coating of 


oil (unless) the latter. is very 
thick) will soon .be broken up 
into what the chemists call an 
“ emulsion. 

THE LACK OF EVIDENCE, 


In fact, a quantity of oil, enor- 
mous beyond probability, would 
he required to cover the surface 
of the sea over a fish spawning 
or rearing ground with a film 
that would do any harm. “One 
cannot easily imagine oil-driven 
shipé, or tankers, to be so careless 
as ‘to spill the anount necessary. 
Of course, local effects might 
easily be produced and the re- 
stricted waters of a narrow chan- 
nel, harbour, or dock may be so 
badly fouled by oil as to destroy 
life—or some forms of life, at leant, 
But even such local effects aro- 
difficult to. trace and establish. 
Sone months ago the Ministry 
of Agriculture and Fisheries 
sent out a notice in which 
they drew ‘attention to the 
effects of tarring public roads on 
the trout streams. .The tar oils, 
and (far more important) the 
poisonous sudstances contained 
in the crude liquid, wera ant to be 
washed down into streams and 50 
into rivers containing fish, A 
Committee of Investigation had 
looked into this, matter without 
having come to any very robust 
conclusions, and so the Ministry 
asked al! anglers and proprietors 
of trout streams to procure sam- 
ples of water for analysis and 
report mortality among the fish. 
So far no unequivocal evidence 
of injury on a big scale is forth- 
coming, and yet the possibility of 
detrimental contamination is far 
more likely bere than in the sea, 

Now, there is no doubt that 
gross local pollution of the sea 
by. oil must have occurred at 
exceptional places and times—no 
doubt at all; bathers’ dresses 
may have been spoiled and the 
plumage of sea-bitde soiled. 
Local injuries to. marine animals 
have occured as the reault of 
pollution, but one cannot think of 


this havitig ever happened ona 
big scale. A number of years 
ago there was a muasal bed near 
a fashionable Laricashire seaside 
resort and the shellfish camo 
under strong suspicion as a 
means of transmitting enteric 
fever.. It was practically impos- 
sible offectively to prevent the 
mussels from being gathered as 
human food, and so the. Local 
Authority tried to destroy them 
by spraying creosote over the 
“scar.” A comparatively small 
shoal of starfishos could easily 
have killed and eaten all. the 
niussels, leaving’ only the empty 
shells, in a few months, but the 
treatment with creosote was quite 
unsuccessful. And this was. an 
infinitesimal: sea-area compared 
with that which must bo involved. 
in order to produce observable 
results, in, say, the productivity 
of tho plaice-fisheries. 

PLAICE AND THE PROBLEM, 

Dr. Shiply,.In drawing atton- 
tion recently to the danger of the 
pollution of the sea by oil, refors 
to. sonic assertions made hy Pro- 
fessor Meek on the coast of 
Northumberland. — Flaice, says 
the latter, did very badly in 1916- 
16-18, The“ year-class ” of 1917, 
that is the fish spawned 
in -that year, is practically 
absent from Northumberland 
waters, while those of 1910. are 
poorly represented. | The fish 
spawned in 1018 are said to be 
“conspicuously small" | when 
compared ‘with their... pre-war 
forerunners. Some unknown 
factor must have heen responsible 
for these results and both 
Professor Meek and Dr.. Shipley 
agree that this factor is the 
liberation of oil from, sunken 
ships and the consequent poison- 
ing of the minute animals and 
plants that are the food of the 
baby plalse,

people in the Colony, It will be 
remembered that a report was 
recently issued by a Committee 
appointed to enquire into what 
could bs done to assist boatpeople 
and the provision that has now 
been main is the catrying iato 
éffect of the recommendations of 
thatreport. The most interesting 
part of it all is the scale of towage 
charges to be made by the tugs. 
The past experience of sampan 
and junk folk is that when strong.

that can scarcely be refused 
under the urgent circumstances.

BATTLESHIP GAS MASK. 

A message from West Point, 
N. Y. states: A plan for the pro- 
tection of battleships against an 
enemy's poisonous fumes, by the 
instalfation of a “gas mask” for 
the whole ship was outlined in an 
address before the officers and 
cadets of the military academy 
here by Prof W. Lee Lewis, in- 
ventor of the deadly gas 
“Lowisito.” Ho said the battles of 
the future will not be to- the 
strong but to superior intelligence, 


to evade them, then they would 
terrorise the other people rather 
than terrorise nobody at all. 

Someone would te!l them—per- 
haps for a malicious joke-—tliat 
the Methodist grocer living at the 
corner of the street was a leader 
of the strikers. They would not 
wait for evidence. They would 
call on him at midnight and shoot 
him in-presence of his - wife, 
“Pray for me,” said the Drogheda 
alderman to his wife, as he was 
taken off to be murdered by agents 
of the Goverment the other night. 
The grocer’s wife would pray in 
vain. + 

Such a condition of things, it 
may be thought, could never arise 
in England. But who would 
havo thought that it could ever 
have arisen in freland? = If 
English strikers were treated as 
Irish Natidnalists have been, all 
that would be needed would bo a 
mad Government. in order to 
precipitate an era of bloodshed 
and Black-and-Tans. And a mad 
Government no longer seems an 
impossibility. 

Conceive, then what it would 
be like for English cities and 
villages to be put under the Black- 
and-Tans. Dorking would live 
under a reign of terror. No 
shopkeeper would feel safe. He 
would see motor lorries packed 
with armed men, holding their 


rifles at the ready, careering 
down the streets at all houra of 
the day and night. The motors 
would charge recklessly along 
the wrong side of the road, while 
the terrorist police cloared all 
before them, whether ladies or 
loafers, with shouts of “Get out 
of the b-—y way.” That at 
least is what has happened in 
County Cork. 


SURREY UNDER THE TERROR. 


Even a sober police force would 
in such circumstances be a suffici- 
ently appalling instrument of 
terror. Buta police force permitted 
to drink as no police ever was 
allowed to drink before would be 
a nightmare ‘of ‘horror. Bhots 
would be fired wildly by shrieking 
and laughing men. On their be 
through the country they woul 
aim at the cows in the fields and 
the poultry in the iarmyards, and 
every hit would. be bailed with 
delight, “The Surrey farmers 


boy—living at hone would be 
dragged out and ordered at the 
point of revolver and bayonet to 
say where his brother was. Two 
days later a couple of farmers’ 
sons would be found in a pond, 
the inarks of torture on their 
bodies where they had been 
hayoneted. and — burnt. . The 
Government would say that they 
did. not know who did it, but 
they would continue to give carte 
blanche to the Black-and-Taos 
and even incite them to keep up 
the terrof in an official Black-and- 
Tan journal. 

In such circumstances, I think 
there would be discontent in 
Surrey. There might even be 
rebellion. ‘There would certainly 
be sympathy with rebellion. 
Whatever crime the strikers 
might have committed, the people 
would tell themselves that they 
had never suffered under them as 
they wero suffering under the 
Black-and-Tans. To know that 
their sons might be fired at and 
shot merely for running away in 
alarm at the approach of a 
lorry—that it was unsafe to go 
out after dark—that one might be 
stopped in the street and robbed 
by a man in uniform—that 
women had been shot on the 
roadside—this would seem the 
mast intolerable thing that had 
ever happened in England. 


THE STRAND ABLAZE. 


And London would live under 
thesame terror. Bloodshed on the 
Government side would lead to 
bloodshed on the strikers’ side, 
and, after a score of sensational 
incidents, martial law would be 
proclaimed. An ‘assassination 
would take place in Charing Cross 
Station. The Strand would be set 
ablaze in revenge. There would 
be an ambush in Wands wortb, 
and the leading shopkeepers 
would be taken out as hostages, 
the Mayor being seized and 
driven about. on a motor lorry 
through the dangerous zones. To 
be a trade unionist would ba ‘to 
bea marked man. People who 
had nothing. to do with 
the strike would he flogged 
and have their houses burned. 
Here and there the Army would 
set its face against the Black- 
and-Tans, but for the. most part 
it would be as helpless as the 
ordinary police. The Black-and- 
Tans would run the country ae 
they pleased, ‘and English 
mothers would ask, “Is God 
dead?” .. + 

Oh! but it could never happen ! 
Of course it couldn’t. But it, 
has happened. Only a mile or two 
away. You can almost see 
it going on through a strong 
telescope from the top of a Weleh 
mountain. « 

_ And the people most to blame 
for it all are not the Black-and- 
Tans themselves, but » Govern- 
mont that created: a terrorist! 
force with a free hand.

THE SHANGHAI AFFRAY. 


Women Associates Arrested. 


Tho Shanghai police have dis- 
‘eovered how it was that the 
lodging-house gang got the better 
of them in the oponing exchanges 
in the Pakhoi Road affair, which 
hos come to be known a8 Shang- 
hai’s “Sidney Street,"Some while 
ago they wore concerned jn a 
desperate affair at Shaohsing, 
andathey knew that Shaohsing 
detectives had sucereded in 
tracing them = to - Shanghai. 
Therefore, they never stayed 
anywhere without having sentrics 
po -ted, When  Suh-Inspector 
_Prince’s party raided the lodging- 
“house and summoned tho inmates 
of the gang's room to Jet them in, 
the desperadoes thought that the 
Sha heing men were after them. 
The sentry looked over. the 
visitors through, a chink in the 
door and. seeing a foreigner, it 
was decided that the only thing 
was to fight for it. 

Further examination of the 
room in which the robbers put up 
their great fight showed it to bea 
regular shambles and it was 
scarcely possible to step anywhere 
without walking through blood. 
Five poaple are known to have 
been shot, one of the doatectives 
being absolutely riddled = with 
bullets, and it is- believed that 
the men who escaped were also 
probably hit. 7 

It hes been brought to natice 
that the scale of remuneration 
for Chinese officers’ dependants, 
when a policeman loses his Life 
on duty, is $5 for each year of 
service, which wonld give one 
man something over $100 and the 
other, the exceeding gallant fel- 
low with.only a few days’ service 
as a detective, whose conduct 
has aroused Ko much admiration, 
merely $10, but it.is considered 
practically certain that the 
widows of such men are bound to 
got more adequate coupensation.
